More About That Road* 
There has been quite a lot of talk 
here, and at Zigzag and at Btry the 
past week, about a straight road to 
Hondo, which would be v e ry nice to 
have, but there is something elae to 
consider first. 
We have a road, or 
rather a trail, that is

dail^ as a rural route; and if the Post 
Office Department knew the condition 
of the road it would no doubt be dis 
continued until it is repaired.

are about 125 families receiving mail
